WATER AS A CIVILfZER. 


T 


HE history of the world shows its substantial 
lines of civilization along water courses. 
The 


Garden of Eden, said to have been located in the 
valley of the Euphrates -aod Tigris, is among the 
Ixiitoiic spots of the world. • The valley of the Nile 
is the seat of the earliest Egyptian civilization and 
ta« world over the strong populations are the agri- 
cultural popxilat ions, aad one of. the singular charac- 
teristics is the fact that the highest civilization and 
the most productiveTegions has been where irriga- 
tion wasiartificial. The wealth of agiicultural In- 
dia to day lies in the zone of artificial irrigation and 
arid America, where water will have to be carried 
in long canals and brought at great expense from 
distant rivers or stored in expensive reservoirs, will 
be the seat of the highest achievements of civiliza- 
tion in the centuries to come. There seems to be a 
magical productiveness in the chemical properties 
of the sun baked soil of the'vyest. void ol all vegeta- 
tion, but yet when the water kisses the thirsty 
plains the wonders of vegetable life are at once re- 
vealed in the variety of products, the flavor and the 
quantity 
In these arid regions man seems health- 


iest uud happiest. And if climate is to be desired no 
where in the world can be found the equal of this 
region. It seems the land of highest human energy 
and easiest development. 
Climate, health and 


wealth, and they all bring' happiness, are to be 
found in the land where water is required to make 
the soil sustain a population. 


This region reaches from the Missouri river to 


the Sierras and is vastly richer than the Philippines 
It is true that there are no "hardwoods nor hemp, 
but the stable products, the great commercial civil- 
uerb, wheat, barley, potatoes and beef are found in 
abundance in this region. 
\Vheat is as essential as 


hemp and along with these .products is the mineral 
wetilth of this region. The region contains the pos- 
sibilities. of the future and as the east becomes con- 
gested the population must reach out, and vear by 
year the democractic idea that the government 
should aid the poor and develop the land within 
gor borders will become .a greater issue, and the 
government will in time be forced to divert the vast 
expenditures now flowing toward the enrichment 
ol the trusts, to the creating ut svater supplies for 
the arid region. 


Nevada, as well a:» nioif western States, has 


reached a point where the land grants of free land 
are exhausted and wheie all the land that can be 
easily and inexpensively, reclaimed has been .re- 
claimed. The full limit of the individual has been 
reached and the future will "have to depend on the 
corporation the syndicate or the government to 
bring under cultivation the remaining land by hold- 
ing the waters which run to .waste in flood times. 
The education upon this subject is now becoming 
uiore rapid and as the necessities increase so will 
the agitation. The people of- the east have regard- 
ed the agitation of irrigation as a local question. It 
is rapidly assuming national, interests. The time is 
coming when the rapidly, growing west will demand 
Horn Cotagress the same recognition which the east 
has and demand a division of the appropriations. 


A perfect irrigation system which would give a 


sufficient supply ot water 1'or the Hurnboldt valley 
would create the necessity tor 250,000 people right 
in this one valley in Nevada, and when we take in- 
to consideration the density of'lvuropean population 
w« would still be sparselv settled. The irrigation 
question is one which ibould receive a great deal of 
attention from the people of 'his State and is a topic 
t»t" egiiaiiou which should beewtMe ceaseless. 
Its so- 


lution means more for the State than any question 
ever brought before the people in which their in- 
dustrial development wa^ ciincerur J. 


THERE has been a great deal of commercial 


excitement over the acquisition of the Philippines. 
These islands were looked upon loi a time as a 
place to which the adventuresome spirit could go 
and acquire wealth 
But recent investigations 


show that the poor man has no opportunity. If the 
islands have been subjugated simply to be plunder- 
ed by the trusts, who will employ cheap labor to ac- 
quire more wealth, it looks as if the acquisition was 
not io valuable after all. What a governmental poli- 
cy ihoukl do would be to create opportunity for the 
poor man. But the government is not in that busi- 
ness. 
If the government would appropriate a few 


million dollars to store waters in the west the poor 
man might have the opportunity which, has been 
denied him. Arid America is the land of the poor 
saan's opportunity and if the Republican party was 
not so irrevocably bound to trust legislation it might 
•pcnd a few millions in the west where the Ameri- 
can citizen would not be in pe petual danger of 
massacre from savage bolcraen.
